when the court of general sessions 
attem pted to sit at W orcester, Shays 
threw his arm ed mob into the court­ 
rooms and 
again 
the 
courts were 
compelled to adjourn. 
S h ay s’ 
little 
arm y grew into a thousand or more 
and a m arch on Boston w as contem ­ 
plated. 
A larm spread throughout the 
com m onw ealth 
and 
even 
General 
W ashington was deeply concerned at 
the trend of events. 
He was one of 
the first to view the disturbances as 
a serious menace to the institutions 
of the new republic. 
“It w as but the 
other d ay ” , 
he 
wrote 
to a friend, 
“ th a t we w ere shedding o u r blood to 
obtain the constitutions under which 
we now live 
and 
now' 
we are 
un­ 
sheathing 
the 
sword 
to overturn 
them .” 
It was quickly determined by 
the 
authorities of the state th a t the little 
rebellion m ust 
be 
crushed— without 
bloodshed, if possible— by m ustering 
a militia a rm y of overwhelming force. 
Within th irty days 
four 
thousand 
men were enlisted by G overnor Bow- 
doin and placed under the command 
of Gen. Benjam in Lincoln, a Revolu­ 
tionary 
veteran. 
General 
Shepard, 
with 1200 men, was deployed to guard 
the Springfield arsenal. 
On Decem­ 
ber 25, 1787, Shays, with an undiscip­ 
lined and p artly unarmed force of 1,- 
100 m alcontents, made an attack up­ 
on the arsenal. 
Shepard ordered his 
men first to fire over the heads of the 
approaching mob. 
This having no ef­ 
fect, a volley was directed into their 
ranks and four men fell. 
The insur­ 
gents fled and General Lincoln fol­ 
lowed them into Petersham , where a 
large num be or them w ere captured 
and the rest dispersed. 
This was the 
end 
of 
“Shays' 
Rebellion”. 
The 
g reatest clemency was 
shown 
to ­ 
w ards the leaders and a quite general 
am nesty proclaimed. 
But the am nes­ 
ty did not include Shays himself, and 
his escape and 
subsequent 
career 
form a s tra n g e and rath e r romantic 
sequel to the story. 
The dim threads of the story we»e 
retraced 
by 
Dorothy 
Canfield, the 
M assachusetts w riter—“ form erly 
of 
K ansas”— in an article in th e Outlook 
some years ago. 
The 
facts might 
have been woven into such a novel as 
Edward E v erett Hale’s “ M an Wiht- 
out a C o u n try ”— for th irty lonesome 
years or m ore Daniel S hays was such 
a man. 
"I dare say when you studied A m ­ 
erican h isto ry ”, wrote 
th e 
author, 
“you read 
about 
Shays’ 
Rebellion 
down 
in 
M assachusetts 
and 
duly 
learned th a t it was put down and the 
instigators punished. 
But I am sure 
th a t you never knew, 
and 
perhaps 
never 
wondered, 
w hat 
became of 
Daniei S hays himself, of whom 
the 
history books said, ‘and the leader 
him self escaped’. 
I know, because it 
was to the valley just over the moun­ 
tain from our home th a t Shays fled 
afte r his last defeat and because 
in 
the very last years of his life, as an 
old man, he lived in our tow n and told 
m any people w'hat I set down here". 
A t the tim e Shays made his escape, 
the n arrativ e continues, V erm ont was 
a sort of “ no m an’s land”, an inde­ 
pendent country 
by 
itself, 
w here 
m any a fugitive from justice found 
refuge. 
It was in all p a rts of it still 
in a s ta te of primitive wildness and 
none too sym pathetic with pursuing 
officers of th e law. 
Sheriffs were not 
popular in Vermont in 1787, Shays, 
fleeing w ith 
a 
price 
on his head, 


ta in overlooking the 
trail 
u great 
distance and densely surrounded with 
a thick grow th of young and old pine 
trees. 
H ere he put up a rough shel­ 
te r and, building a fire only by night, 
he lived on wild gam**, 
which 
was 
abundant, and for th* first year had 
no commerce with any of inhabitants 
of the settlem ents. 
He was a 
good 
trap p e r and smoked and 
preserved 
the flesh of anim als and kept 
their 
skins. 
He saw literally not a living 
soul during the first twelve 
months 
or more of his hiding out. 
His life 
w as as secluded as that of Robinson 
Crusoe on his island. 
Then, one day, a littl* boy, going 
fishing, saw a tall, strong, rawboned, 
black haired stra n g e r standing by the 
side of the trail apparently waiting 
fo r him. 
He handed tht child a pack­ 
et of furs and told him to take them 
to his fath er and exchange them for 
som e seed corn and a hag of 
11. This 
w as Shays first communication with 
the outside world. 
Th< child’s fa th ­ 
er furnished the seed and salt 
and 
asked no questions— it was 
nothing 
new for a stra n g e r to hide out in the 
\ erm ont m ountains 
in 
those days. 
A fte r this Shays began the cultiva* 
tion of a little piece of ground, hid­ 
den behind screen of forest trees, and 
he used to say in a fte r years th a t life 
became more tolerable to him when 
he was able to add the-* luxuries to 
his daily diet. Here he lived alone for 
years and years, till the 
little boy 
g rew up to be a man, till his own hair 
and beard 
turned 
gray 
und then 
w hite, till the few families that came 
into the neighborhood came to look 
upon him as a harm less fid man with 
gome m ystery behind him which they 
never questioned. 
Very seldom 
he 
exchanged words w ith the few he en ­ 
countered and his voice, 
from 
long 
disuse, had become 
rough, 
halting 
and patheticaly inexprlessive. 
One 
day 
his 
nearest 
neighbor, 
m eaning to do him a k ndness, told 
him that he m ight as well quit hid­ 
ing now-, no m atte r what he had done, 
as no one would now recognize him. 
Shays pondered 
the 
advice. 
Some 
weeks afte r he quit hi? mountain sol­ 
itude and walked afoot 
into 
C am ­ 
bridge, the nearest towai to the m oun­ 
tain settlem ents 
It happened th at a 
pardon had been granted him 
and 
one of his old-time 
neighbors, who 
had been on the other side of the re­ 
bellion, w-as just then 
hunting 
for 
S hays to bring him back to civiliza­ 
tion. 
J u s t as Shays was about to en­ 
te r one of the inns, he heard a s tra n ­ 
g e r inquire— “ if 
anyone 
had 
ever 
heard w hether 
Daniel 
Shays 
had 
come 
into this 
neighborhood". 
In 
te rro r of the m an’s intention Shays 
fled again back 
to 
his 
den in the 
woods. A whole decade passed before 
he happened to learn in a conversa­ 
tion overheard between two travelers 
th a t for eleven 
pi iceleM, 
irreplace­ 
able years he had been a free man. 
H e then cam back, a Rip V an Win­ 
kle, to the civilization of his early 
| y ears and later went to New 
York 
S tate, w here in the little village 
of 
S parta, he died one hundred 
years 
ago.— K. C. Star.

United S tates D epartm ent of Agri 
culture declares in its October report 
on the agricultural 
situation. 
The 
departm ent points out, however, that 
while conservative judgm ent of 
the 
recovery of agriculture is w arranted, 
farm prosperity can be as easily ov­ 
er-rated as depression. 
“ It is a splendid h arv est”, the de­ 
partm ent says. 
“ Not bum per yields 
but production well adjusted to rea­ 
sonable needs. 
The two great, m on­ 
ey crops, cotton and w’heat, are now 
along where some idea can be gained 
of then 
value. 
Cotton 
apparently 
stands to bring its producers an in­ 
come of approxim ately $1,500,000,000, 
which is about like 
last 
year, and 
wheat producers apparently stand to 
receive about $1,00,000,000, which is 
also near or slightly below last year. 
“These two leading crops probably 
index the general crop income. Agri 
cultural income will not be greatly ii. 
cess of last year, but the point is that 
this is the second 
fairly 
profitable 
year. 
The season will 
go 
a 
long 
way to level up regional conditions. 
The Corn Belt along with the dairy 
and diversified East have been slow 
to feel the stim ulating current of re­ 
vival, but now the rising prices 
of 
hogs and cattle, together with a rea­ 
sonably good corn crop 
mean some 
profit in the Corn Belt. 
The slowly 
strengthening prices for 
dairy pro­ 
ducts plus higher potatoes and minor 
cash crops promise som ew hat better 
income fo r the East.

safely ahead of frost.

weather, but the bulk of the 
crop is 
apparently good grain. The region is 
busy with the late harvest and fall 
work. 
W inter grain has been plant­ 
ed under favorable conditions.

“The W’heat Belt has w inter wheat 
seeding about finished.

The other field crops of the State 
have run a close race with their ene­ 
mies, drouth, wind, rain and the H es­ 
sian fly. 
Limping badly, the 
hay, 
peach and potato crops are coming 
up far in the rear of their last year’s 
record, and th** average for the State 
in past years. 
Barley, spring wheat, 
cotton, apple and cantaloupe came in 
with production above average. 
It is estim ated by S tate and Fed­ 
eral crop statisticians that the State 
w.ll produce $78,982,000 bushels 
of 
corn this year, thus surpassing by a 
wide m argin the production of last 
year’s crop, which am ounted to 293,- 
600.000 bushels. 
The yield was 
89 
per cent of normal, which is a favor- 
ible record in this State. 
As corn is 
he major crop of Illinois, the produc­ 
tion figures of corn point to im prov­ 
ing prosperity in the State 
despite 
id verse 
reports 
on 
several other 
crops. 
Illinois w inter wheat will mount in­ 
to 39,201,000 bushels, approxim ately 
5,000,000 bushels 
more 
than 
last 
year. 
The estim ated yield per acre 
s 
15.2 bushels, as 
compared with 
14.7 last year. 
The figure is still 2.8 
bushels below the average for 
the 
State in past years. 
S pring wheat is 
a minor crop, hut is above 
average, 
with an estim ated 2,687,000 bushels. 
Apples 
will 
find 
a conspicuous 
place in the Illinois “ Horn of P lenty” 
this year. 
Orchards will yield an e s ­ 
timated 7,500,000 bushels, which rep­ 
resents 60 per cent of normal, while 
the average is 54 per cent. 
T-bone steaks will bid for consid­ 
erable place in the “ Horn of P lenty” 
this year, for shipm ents 
of feeder 
cattle into Illinois up to 
September 
11 numbered 134,000 head as against
